DeWitt used this and a succeed- 
ing exhibit in explanation of the 
company’s argument that 1946 
earnings were relatively good 
from its standpoint because the

The lower courts first had ruled 
that courts lacked jurisdiction 
over the issues. But, in Decem- 
ber, 1945, the Supreme Court ruled 
that the issue involved was prop- 
erly before the courts and that 
the Railway Labor Act imposed a 
duty on the brotherhood to rep- 
resent all firemen equally. 

After this ruling, the Norfolk 
District Court issued the injunc- 
tion and awarded Tunstall $1000 
damages for himself. The circuit 
court agreed. 

The brotherhood contended in 
Its appeal that the agreement was 
intended to alleviate harsh con- 
ditions imposed upon promotable 
white firemen.

Charles Kreitzer, 77-year-old su- 
perannuated burglar, viewed with 
philosophic detachment his arrest 
early today for burglary and lar- 
ceny. He was apprehended in a 
private garage at 4116 Harris ave- 
nue with about $6 in tools he had 
taken from a truck there. 
“Theres nothing I'd like better 
right now than a nice two-month 
stretch in the workhouse until the 
worst of the winter is over,” he 
confided to Capt. Elias Hoagland 
of the Ruskin Avenue Station. He 
told Hoagland, after spending the 
rest of last night on a steel bench, 
he had had the best night’s sleep 
in months.

Workers Voting 90 Pct. for 
Walkout, Poll Shows— 
Talks Continue. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP) 
~AFL unions in the Western Un- 
ion Telegraph system today set 6 
a.m. (E. S. T.), Tuesday, Dec. 23, as 
the hour for beginning a nation- 
wide strike if one is called. 

The hour would be 3 a.m. on 
the west coast, 4 a.m, mountain 
time and 5 a.m. central standard 
time (St. Louis), it, was explained 
by Adolph Brunes, president of 
the Western Union division of the 
Commrecial Telegraphers’ Union, 
at apress conference. 


Brunes said that a nation-wide 
strike vote, although not yet com- 
plete, was showing the 50,000 un- 
ion members to be 90 per cent in 
favor of the strike. 


Despite the vote, the union said 
its representatives would attend 
a conference in Philadelphia to- 
morrow galled by regional Concili- 
ation Di or H. Ross Callwell in 
hope of settling the wage dispute.

The unions involved—the Com- 
mercial Telegraphers’ Union, Tele- 
graph Employes’ Union, and Tele- 
graph Workers’ Union—called off 
a threatened strike last spring 
when the company granted a 5- 
cent-hourly pay increase and the 
equivalent of a closed shop. 

The agreement permitted the 
unions to reopen the wage issue 
in October.

The AFL unions represent 
workers throughout the nation ex- 
cept in New York City, where 
7000 employes aré represented by 
the CIO American Communica- 
tions Association. Thus far the 
ACA has not indicated whether it 
would join in any AFL walkout. 

However, ACA representatives 
voted in New York yesterday to 
call out employes of three major 
cable firms on New Year’s day if 
new contracts are not negotiated 
by Dec. 31.

„It uses only 363 of these in 
machines introduced since 1930,” 
Sonnett asserted. “Most of its 
patents have been laid away on 
the shelf. 


“United has compelled manu- 
facturers to use obsolete shoe ma- 
chinery, thus retarding the intro- 
duction of mass production tech- 
niques in the manufacture of 
shoes and preventing reductions 
in shoe manufacturing costs by 
the use of modern machinery.” 

In Boston, the corporation de- 
nied the charge and asserted the 
United States Supreme Court had 
upheld and even praised its policy 
of leasing machinery instead of 
selling it. 


Such a policy, the company said 
in a statement, “has made ma- 
chines available to even the small- 
est shoe manufacturer, who would 
otherwise have been obliged to 
raise a large amoutn of capital 
even to start his business.” 

Declaring it intended to fight 
the Government’s suit, the com- 
pany said: “In few industries is 
business open to so many small 
manufacturers on such easy terms 
with as little investment as in 
shoe manufacturing.” 


Government Charges. 


The Justice Department said the 
court action at Boston alleges 
‘illegal monopoly by the following 
methods: 

“Eliminating and disabling its 
actual and potential competitors 

‘ in the development, manu- 
facture and distribution of shoe 
machinery, by acquiring their as- 
sets and employing their key men. 

“Inducing companies engaged 
in the manufacture and distygibu- 
tion of shoe machinery and shoe 
repair machinery to confine their 
operations to certain machines, to 
distribute their machinery to shoe 
factories exclusively through 
United, and to refrain ffom selling 
shoe repair machinery to shoe 
factories. 


“Pursuing a manufacturing and 
marketing policy designed to pre- 
vent the installation in shoe 
factories of all competitive shoe 
machinery and to displace with 
United machinery all competitive 
shoe machinery installed in shoe 
factories, 


“Engrossing patents and inven- 
tions relating to the manufacture 
of shoe machinery and using 
(them) to prevent competitors 
from manufacturing and distrib- 
uting shoe machinery in the 
United States. 


“Preventing the distribution of 
second-hand shoe machinery. 

“Requiring lessees to purchase 
from United all parts for shoe 
machinery leased by it. 


Acquiring Capital Stock. 


“Acquiring the capital stock of 
corporations engaged in the man- 
ufacture and sale of shoe factory 
supplies. 


“Inducing manufacturers en- 
gaged in the manufacture of shoe 
factory supplies to market such 
supplies to the shoe trade exclu- 
sively through United. 


“Using its monopoly of shoe 
machinery as an instrument to 
monopolize the distribution of 
shoe factory, supplies. 

“Acquiring the capital stock and 
assets of tanning machinery com- 
panies.” 


The department said the com- 
plaint also alleged that United had 
acquired the assets of “its prin- 
cipal competitor,” General Shoe 
Machinery Co., “by subterfuge.” 

“This was done,” the depart- 
ment contends, “by inducing In- 
ternational Shoe Co., General’s 
largest stockholder, to purchase 
General’s assets and simultane- 
ously to transfer them to United, 


thus making it appear that Unit- |. 


ed had acquired the assets of a 
company producing shoes instead 
of a competitor producing shoe 
machinery. As a consequence of 
the transaction, General was dis- 
solved and ceased doing busi- 
ness.“ 

United, according to the depart- 
ment announcement, also is al- 
leged to have “acquired some or 
all of the assets of 14 other com- 
petitors.” 

These were named as Reece 
Shce Machinery Co., C. C. Blake, 
Inc., Littlewa 1 Co., North- 
ern 3 Co., Monfils Shoe 
Machinery Co., Brauner Manufac- 
turing Co., General Machine Sales

A spokesman for International 


Denies 


}Shoe Co, said today the allegation 


that United Shoe Machinery Corp. 
named defendant in an anti-trust 
suit, had used International Shoe 
Co. to buy the assets of a com- 
petitor, the old General Shoe 
Machinery Corp., was not true. 
He said International Shoe was 
a stockholder in General but not 
the largest one. About 1921, he 
continued, General ran into finan- 
cial difficulties and sought to sell 
out to United but found the latter 
reluctant to take over its com- 
petitor’s assets. After General 
emissaries had persuaded Interna- 
tional as one of the largest cus- 
tomers of United to use its influ- 
ence in furthering the sale, Gen- 
eral succeeded in selling its two 
best patents to United for about 
$400,000, he said. 

General continued in business 
but failed to solve its financial 
difficulties and in 1928 or there- 
abouts again asked International 
to bring pressure to induce United 
to take over the remaining assets, 
The spokesman said his recollec- 
tion was that International bought 
the remaining assets for about 
$150,000 and succeeded in selling

ing well-rounded persons. 

3. Hundreds of new’ “commu- 
nity colleges”—the equivalent of 
junior colleges—should be estab- 
lished. 

4. College curriculums need 
“sweeping” changes, to eliminate 
over-specialization and to pro- 
vide training for “citizenship in 
our democracy.” 


5. An “expanded and imagi- 
native adult education program 
is urgently needed.” 

6. Federal aid to education 
should be so channeled as to 
help the poorer states bring 
their educational systems closer . 
to equality with the wealthier 
states. 

In the latter connection, the 
commission noted that California 
devotes only 1.5 per cent of the 
income of ita citizens to grade 
and high school education yet 
manages to spend $131 a year on 


each child, while Mississippi 
spends 1.8 per cent of income and 


provides only $36 a child. 
Crucial Problem. 


Such disparity in economic sup- | 


port, coupled with the facts that 
the poorer areas and population 
groups are producing children at 
a rate far above the national av- 
erage while the cost of higher 
education rises, pose a crucial 
problem, the committee held, It 
said: 

“We are not only denying to 
millions of young people the 
chance in life to which they are 
entitled; we are also depriving, 
the nation of a vast amount of 
potential leadership and potential 
social competence which it sorely 
needs. 

“The only possible solution of 


the problem is, as rapidly as pos- 
sible, to raise economic and cul- 
tural levels in our less-advanced 


areas, and in the meantime pro- 


vide outside assistance that will 
enable these areas to give their 
children equal educational oppor-

Rank and Disability Pay 
To the Editor of the Post- Diapaten: 

In view of recent publicity regarding 
discrimination among officers and en- 
listed men in the armed forces, it seems 
strange indeed that the most glaring 
discrimination has escaped attention. I 
refer to retirement pay for disability 
awarded to former officers, and com- 
pensation which is paid to former en- 
listed men, . 

Former enlisted personnel are rated 
according to a Veterans Administration 
disability rating schedule, and receive 
$13.80 for each 10 per cent of disability. 
Former officers receive three fourths of 
their active duty pay regardless of the 
percentage of disability. 

| The inequity is obvious. A totally- 
disabled enlisted man receives: $138 a 
month compensation, while an officer in 
the grade of captain at the time of dis- 
charge who has a disability of 30 per 
cent, or less, (if he were rated on a Vet- 
erans Administration rating schedule) 
receives $172.50 disability retirement pay. 

Furthermore, former enlisted men are 
subject to periodic physical examina- 
tions, If these 
improvement in the disabling condition 
compensation payments are reduced ac- 
cordingly. Former officers are not re- 
quired to undergo periodic physical ex- 
aminations. In other words, an officer 
in receipt of retirement pay receives the 
retirement benefit for life, 

No one dges the payment of 
compensation for disabilities received in 
service, but it is difficult to understand 
why a disabled officer should receive a 
greater amount of monetary benefits 
than a disabled enlisted man. 

Why not periodic examinations for all 
officers drawing retirement pay? Peri- 
odic examinations would dis- 


close that many of these officers are not 


disabled to an extent that would warrant 
a 20 per cent rating according to a Vet- 
erans Administration rating schedule.

Let's Have the Names 


There is only one ‘way to break the deadlock 
between Secretary of Agriculture Anderson and 
Senator Ferguson and other Senate investigators 
of food profiteering and that is on the side of 
full information for the public. 

Who are the big food commodity speculators? 
Are any of them in the Government? 

Are any of them in a position to use inside in- 
formation to enrich themselves? 

Are any of them doing what the despicable 
Bennett E. Meyers did as the Air Force’s deputy 
procurement officer in wartime? 

The American people are being asked to hold 
the line against inflation. They are being asked 
to keep down their buying and to save at every 


point they can. 


They are entitled to know whether they are 


being asked this in good faith or whether this is 


a line for public consumption, behind which oth- 

ers, in favored positions, may secretly bid up the 

inflation with heavy speculations. 
Secretary Anderson says the law protecting 


“business secrets” prevents him from giving out 


these names. Senator Ferguson, a former judge, 
disagrees. He says that the law does not forbid 
release of the names to Congress when a proper 
committee of Congress asks for them. There is 
a third view that the law gives the Secretary of. 
Agriculture full discretion to decide when the 
public interest would be served in making the 


names public. 


It ought to be evident to Secretary Anderson 
that if he is to err it should be on the side of 
putting himself and the Truman Administration 
in the clear. He has just seen from Secretary of 
the Army Royall's experience how much em- 
barrassment can come from covering up for Ed- 
win W. Pauley. BA reas 

Royall has destroyed his own usefulness. in the 
Department of Defense by hiding the fact, for 
three months, that he took into his department 
as a special assistant a man whom he knew to 
be heavily engaged in food profiteering. 

Presumably, the country still would not know 
the facts about Pauley’s part in boosting up the 
inflation spiral had it not been for former Gov. 
Stassen’s outright charge. 

Has Secretary Anderson already forgotten the 
sordid story of inside racketeering by Bennett 
Meyers? Secretary of the Air Force Symington 
has not. The Air Force will hang its head in 
shame for a long time to come over the way it 
rejected an investigation of charges against its 
wartime Major General who reaped a rich finan- 
cial harvest from business connections which, he 
favored with large Air Force contracts. It will 
always have as a black blot on its World War II 
record this doublecross of the heroic crews and 
bombers by a homefront saboteur. 

The facts about Meyers were put before the 
public by Senate investigators, The facts about 
Pauley’s speculations in food were finally told 
by Secretary Royall but under. oath before a 
Senate committee. Is that the way the people 
must get all their information in such matters? 

Has Secretary Anderson forgotten his own 
words, spoken in Chicago, Oct. 9? He said then 
that he could “call names, some of them public 
figures, who are speculating in large amounts of

He must regard the American people as a 
stupid lot if he thinks he can tell them that and 
then drop the subject. It does not work that way 
in a country where the Government is run by 
the people. 

Is the public to conclude that the only reason 
any of these facts about profiteering in high 
places are coming out is because the Senate is 
in the hands of the opposition party, acting large- 
ly through political motivation? 

It will be bad government as well as poor pol- 
itics to permit the answer to be forced.

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There's Always a Food Shortage 

Much of the opposition to further irrigation 
development of the Upper Missouri Valley has 
come from a fear in some quarters in the lower 
valley that it will provide competition and glut 
the market in food arid feed stuffs. 

This attitude does not look too sound now- 
adays when the United States is hard put to 
supply the needs of the half a world that is 
hungry or indeed starving. Proponents of the 
attitude can say, however, that these are un- 
usual times, and that when normal times return 
the United States should take care not to pro- 
duce too much food and feed stuffs. 

They might be instructed by a passage from 
an editorial in the Country Gentleman for June 
10, 1916, which we recently ran across. Itemizing 
the position of this country as an exporter and 
importer of food, the magazine said that on 
the whole, the United States was not classed as 
a surplus producer,” and concluded with these 
significant words: 

. » This fact.. . indicates only too surely 
that the people of the earth today are not get- 
ting enough to eat.” 

The insufficiency of food is a fact still, 31 
years later, There are even people in the United 
States who do not get enough of such basic foods 
as milk and bread—plenty of them. There are 
also other people in the United States who are 


‘so short-sighted and turned in on their own af- 


fairs that they want to renounce the productive 
capacity of some of the richest soils in the na- 


odd years to our certain knowledge.

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Poor Aldermanic Excuse 

In approving a $2,100,000 pay increase for 
municipal employes, the Board of Aldermen’s 
Legislation Committee has done what justice re- 
quires. The city’s policy is to meet the prevail- 
ing pay of private industry. For many months 
now, the municipal Civil Service Commission has 
found, the city has failed to do so. The com- 
pensation increase should therefore move prompt- 
ly to passage even if the threat of a municipal 
strike were not present, 

Unfortunately, in spite of the growing munici- 
pal deficit, the committee ducked the less pleas- 
ant task of raising money to meet the pay in- 
crease. Organized minorities are fighting the 
proposed emergency taxes on amusements and 
tobacco products, so the committee decided to 
delay action on them. It was eager to please 
everyone—unwilling to displease anyone. 

Chairman Novack said that the committee 
members feel that all revenue measures should 
be delayed until it is known how much the Legis- 
lature will do for the city’s financial relief. There 
are three serious weaknesses in this excuse: It 
is almost unbelievable that the Legislature will 
yield the city enough revenue to close up the 


- deficit without any supplemental local taxes. The 


city will go deeper in the hole during the months 
it will take for the Legislature to show what it 
is going to do. Above all, as Mayor Kaufmann 


fears, the Legislature may not be disposed to . 


come to the rescue until the city shows that it 
has exhausted all reasonable expedients to re- 
lieve its own plight. 
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Note of Many Seasons 


Direct relief will soon be cut again—an old, 
old story and, in the season of Christmas gen- 
erosity, an especially sad one. 

About 25,000 Missourians have infirmities 
which prevent them from earning a minimum 
subsistence. The state is pledged to aid them, 
but the Legislature steadfastly refuses to ap- 
propriate sufficient funds. In recent months, 
the state has doled out only enough, added to 
what meager income the relief client may have, 
to cover 52 per cent of his minimum creature 
needs. Soon, the State Welfare Division reports, 
the allowance must be cut to 48 per cent. 

These people are already half-fed, half- 
warmed, half-clothed—and will soon be worse 
off than that. They are getting an average of 
$10.97 a month from the state and will get less. 

Nevertheless, the same day’s news carries a 
statement from the Appropriations Committee 
chairman of the Missouri House that next year’s 
appropriation for each purpose will be about the 
same as this year’s. In that event, Missouri will 
continue shamefully to neglect its helpless. 

If conscience still has the old meaning, this 
old story of Missourians’ collective guilt will 
cool the glow that comes from Christmas gen- 
erosity to one’s own kith and kin. 
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Bees, Birds, Cows, and Progress 

While we do not wish to draw invidious dis- 
tinctions among our fellow inhabitants of the 
world of nature, we could not help noticing that 
bees in Corning, Calif., are producing honey in 
flavors of strawberry, maple, chocolate, lemon, 
pineapple and mint, and colored to match, and 
that birds in Newark, O., are building nests of 
Fiberglass. 

Many birds, meanwhile, go right on making 
their homes from such antiquated materials as 
twigs, bark, rags, paper and old shoe laces. 
Daubers go so far as to continue building their 
abodes of dirt. What’s wrong with cellophane 
and gold leaf, for instance? If more birds would 
keep up with those birds in Newark, O., it 
wouldn’t be a term of derogation to say that 
something looked like a last year’s bird’s nest. 
A last year’s bird’s nest would look pretty won- 
derful. |

flavor or color of milk for at least the last 40- 
People 
have even been put to the inconvenience of 
adding chocolate, vanilla, etc., to it. If as 
small a creature as a bee can produce mint 
honey in a smart shade of green, it ought to be 
a cinch for a big, skulking animal like a cow 
to turn out milk in some really attractive shade 
like chartreuse, and flavored, of course, char- 
treuse. 

Please don’t misunderstand us. Some of our 
bes? friends are cows, and we like milk—in its 
place. But there is such a.thing as progress, 
and we just thought we'd spéak of it.

No More Inside Jobs 


Open political strikes in France and Italy have a hopeful aspect, 
newspaper finds; these countries ejected Communists from their 
governments and caused showdown battles; elsewhere, in spite of 
being in the minority, they have created police states by “inside jobs.”

Following is a little timetable of the es- 
tablishment of Communist-dominated police 
states in a number of European countries: 


BULGARIA 


Oct. 27, 1946—Russian-dominated Bul- 
garia held an election, which established 
the ascendancy of the Communists, 


Sept. 23, 1947—Nikola Petkov, leader of 
the democratic opposition, was hanged, 


ROMANIA 


Nov. 19, 1946—Russian-dominated Ro- 
mania held an election, which established 
the ascendancy of the Communists. 


Nov. 19, 1947—-Juliu Maniu, leader of the 
democratic opposition, was sentenced to life 
imprisonment, 


HUNGARY 


Jan. 6, 1947—Russian-dominated Hungary 
saw the first of a series of “purges” which 
led to the unquestioned ascendancy of the 
Communists a few months later. 


Nov, 4, 1947—Zoltan Pfeiffer, leader of 
the democratic opposition, fled Hungary in 
advance of his arrest. 


POLAND 


Jan, 19, 1947—Russian-dominated Poland 
held an election, which established. the 
ascendancy of the Communists. 


Oct. 20, 1947 — Stanislaw Mikolajczyk, 
leader of the democratic opposition, fled 
Poland in advance of his arrest.

In none of these countries can the Com- 
munists point to a clear majority. In every 
case, the Communists came into authority 
by means of a coalition which they were 
able to dominate. The period of time be- 


tween the establishment of a Communist 
police state and the final collapse of legal 
opposition varied from 12 months exactly 
(Romania) te nine months and one day 
(Poland), 

France and Italy likewise were governed 
by coalitions in which the Communists par- 
ticipated, though they did not dominate, 
Experience taught the French and the 
Italians that Communist participation in a 
coalition means only one thing for the 
Communists: an opportunity to selze power 
in preparation for the establishment of a 
police state. : 

In time, both France and Italy ejected 
the Communist element in their coalition 
governments, French and Italian leaders 
who put their faith in free institutions 
under a government of law, and especially 
the moderate Socialists among them, had 
learned their lesson, 


The “co-operation” of the Communists 
has now been replaced by open opposition 
of a sort that does not hesitate to use 
illegal weapons, We have seen this in the 
waves of riots and political strikes which 
have swept France and Italy—disorders 
openly sponsored for the purpose of bring- 
ing the French and Italian governments to 
their knees, disorders frankly revolutionary 
in their motivation. 


How they are to be dealt with, what will 
come next, are questions which no one can 
answer. But at least the conflict is in 
the open. The danger of an “inside job,” 
like those which established police states 
in Bulgaria, Romania, Hungary and Po- 
land, has been disposed of for the time 
being. 


Taxes Act as a Damper on the Boom 
From the New Tork Times. 


In many quarters it is being alleged that 
high taxes are the cause of high prices. 
To ease the pressure on prices, therefore, 
it is proposed to lower taxes. 

An analysis of the relationship between 
prices and taxes indicates that this line of 
reasoning involves a serious over-simplifi- 
cation of the problem under present con- 
ditions. There are two ways in which 
taxes can affect prices: (1) by adding to 
costs; (2) by reducing the incentive to 
produce, and, hence, resulting in a smaller 
supply than would otherwise be available, 


It is true that if taxes were lower in- 
dustry could sell at a lower price and 
maintain the current profit margins. It 
is also true that if excise taxes were re- 
duced there might be a tendency for the 
effective price to consumers to be reduced. 


There is muchsgraver doubt, however, 
that a reduction in taxes would result in 
an expansion in supplies because that ac- 
tion would have a favorable effect upon 
the incentive to produce. With the econ- 
omy operating at fairly close to full ea- 
pacity, it is difficult to understand where

this added expansion would take place 
without resulting in a corresponding con- 
traction in some other area of the econ- 
omy. 

As an offset to the foregoing tendencies 
toward cost and price reduction, a de- 
crease in taxes would mean an increase in 
consumer purchasing power. It is gener- 
ally agreed that one of the major factors 
in the present high level of prices has 
been the pressure resulting from a large 
consumer demand, Tax reductions would 
necessarily mean a still greater demand, 
and, hence, greater pressure for price rises.

FRANZ KAFKA, @ Biography by Max Brod. (Schockes 
Books, New York.) : 
Albert Einstein is said to have returned 

a Kafka novel to Thomas Mann with the

Many a reader would 
impatiently agree. As “one of the tutelary 
divinities of the modern sensibility,” Kafka 
wrote in a manner that defies rapid read- 
ing. His stories and novels are the voice 
of a spirit which, as an appraiser has ob- 
served, “conceals an almost terrifying com- 
plexity of cross-pur- 

poses beneath an ap- 

parently simple er- 
terior.” N

tower—or so his life- 
long friend and con- 
fidant, and later lit- 

erary executor, Max 

Brod, asserts. *

child, Franz early recognized a conflict with 

the dictatorial interests of his father, whose 
world, of course, represented material se- 
curity and success. Brod thinks that 

Kafka magnified his father’s influence over 

him and so was kept from asserting the 

independence of his own talents. 

‘With independent action by the son came 
a sense of guilt so strong that Kafka once 
thought of collecting all his writings as 
“The Attempt to Escape From Father.” 
He could not understand his father; the 
authority vested in the father image, says 
Brod, was beyond understanding. Despair 
and disillusionment were natural results. 


Writing attracted him (his “Diary” called 
it “a form of prayer”), but the question 
“To earn one’s living or live one’s life?” 
had to be answered in onerous office work 
that grew into torment. Denied their full 
run, his artistic capabilities were curbed. 
The harmful effect, Brod says, “gradually 
worked down into the metaphysical depths.” 
It was this, rather than the father-son re- 
lationship, Brod maintains, that pressed 
Kafka “into the world of sorrows that 
finally led to his illness and death.” 

Two powers warred in Kafka—"“the long- 
ing for loneliness, and the will to be soci- 
able.” The former he needed for his writ- 
ing; the latter he really preferred. He want- 
ed a wife and a family, but several un- 
happy love affairs came to nothing: eco- 
nomics, metaphysics, or his finally fatal 
tuberculosis interfered. 

Published in German in 1937, this biog- 
raphy emphasizes, in translation, the au- 
thor’s original summary of Kafka’s deci- 
sive message as “of the earth earthy,” posi- 
tive, religious in the sense of a properly 
fulfilled life rather than “the night side 
of lite.“ 

Mr. Brod’s affectionate record will re 
main a significant aid in any over-all ap- 
praisal of his friend’s enigmatic personality 
and intense expression.

Proposal Receives 66 Pct. of 
Ballots, but Not Re- 
quired 75 Pet. 


The proposal for merger of 
the Congregational Christian and 
the Evangelical and Reformed 
churches received a majority, but 
not the required 75 per cent,.of 
the vote cast by members of Pil- 
grim Congregational Church.

Southwest Conference 
Solves Subsidization, 
Recruiting Problems 


— — 


DALLAS, Tex., Dec. 15 (AF) — 
Executive Secretary James H. 
Stewart sald today the Southwest 
Conference had solved its prob- 
lems in recruiting and subsidiza- 
tion of athletes and he predicted 
it would have no further trouble 
along this line. 

Stewart, who was in effect giv- 
en the power of a commissioner 
by the Faculty Committee of the 
conference meeting here over the 
week-end, declared that the ban- 
ning of outside aid to athletes 
through rules “with teeth in 
them“ and a whole-hearted pledge 
of co-operation from the athletic 
directors of all seven schools had 
put the conference in full accord 
with the so-called “purity code” 
recommended to the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association, 
and which is due to be acted upon 
in January. . 

In fact, said the secretary, the 
conference has gone even further. 

Now financial aid in any way 
outside the schools is prohibited 
and the aid that can be given by 
the schools has been raised suf- 
ficiently to prevent any objections 
to what may be obtained, Ath- 
letic scholarships make possible 
payment of a boy’s tuition while 
he may work go pay for his board, 
room and laundry. The amount 
of the laundry money was raised 
and the total a boy may receive 
from the school is approximately 
$60 a month. 


Penn State’s Tightest Defense 


Includes Breaking Up Passes 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15 (Ap) — Southern Methodist's football brain 


trust already knows its Cotton Bowl opponent—Penn State—set an 


all-time defense record against rushing this year and turned in the | 


best total defense mark since 1987. 


But if the Mustangs figure their 
best bet against the Nittany Lions 
is through the air, let them cogi- 
tate that on a percentage basis 
Penn State's aerial umbrella the 
past season was the most effective 
in the nation, Only 27.2 per cent 
of enemy tosses found their mark. 

On the customary basis of yards 
yielded. per game North Carolina 
State nosed out Colorad@® College 
for the pass defense crown, while 
Penn State hogged total and rush- 
ing defense honors. 

The National Collegiate Athletic 
Bureau, in releasing final defense 
statistics today, did a little re- 
search and came up with the in- 
formation that Penn State now 
holds both ground and air defense 
records, 

Back in 1938 the Staters set 
three pass defense records that 
still stand. Foes that year com- 
pleted only 10 passes in eight 
games, for average gains of 13.1 
yards per game and 1.78 yards per 
pass attempt. 

This year the Lions held their 
nine foes to an average of only 
17 ground yards per game. Against 
both rushes and passes Penn State 
yielded 76.8 yards per game, low- 
est since Santa Clara’s record 69.9 
in 1937, 

Thus Penn State not only re- 
versed the trend by setting a ter- 
rific defense pace in a season 
dedicated to offense, but the Lions 
also won over-all] statistical hon- 
ors. They finished fourth in total 
offense with 363.9 yards averaged 
per game, and second in rushing 
loffense behind leading Detroit, 
with 3014. 
| So the Staters hold a 287.1 yards 
per game advantage over their op- 
ponents’ gains, followed by Notre 
Dame, 240.4, and Michigan, 221.3. 
Michigan won the total offense 
crown with the Irish second. 

Following Penn State on a per- 


centage basis of enemy passes 
completed, were Colorado College, 
28.2 per cent; Detroit, 28.4; Tem- 
ple, 29.9; Maryland, 30.3; San 
Francisco, 30.4; St. Mary's, 30.7, 
and Davidson, 30.8, 

Michigan's Wolverines were most 
effective in interceptions, grabbing 
18.6 per cent of all passes hurled 
against them (27 of 145). Penn- 
sylvania collared 18.1 per cent, or 
26 of 144, 


The Rose Bowl nominees—Mich- 
igan and Southern California — 
were the only major teams against 
which no touchdown passes were 
completed. 


Army and California were “most 
passed against,” with 207 tossed 


against each. Oregon faced 202. 
Most pass completions were made 
against Army—94—but only three 
went for scores, Marquette, mean- 
while, permitted only 60 comple- 
tions, but 14 went for touchdowns, 
the season high against one team. 


Penn State gave up the fewest 
points among the majors, allow- 
ing 27. Georgia Tech and Penn- 
sylvania yielded 35 apiece, Notre 
Dame and Kentucky 52 each, and 
Michigan 53. 

Southern Conference Champion 
William and Mary’s 134.5-yard av- 
erage total defense yield didn’t 
come close to Penn State’s 76.8, 
but was better than any other the 
past two years. Notre Dame, 
eighth this year, led a year ago 
with 141.7. 

Others besides Notre Dame that 
repeated among the top 15 were 
Penn State, third last year; Wil- 
liam and Mary, Holy Cross, North 
Carolina State, Texas and David- 
son, Only clubs placing among 
the top 15 in both offense and 
defense this year were Penn State, 
Notre Dame, Georgia Tech and

Etiquette of Christmas Shopping 


Ves, There Is Such a Thing—Rules Are Painstakingly Explained

E received a letter yesterday 
from . our reader, a Mrs. 
Finkelthwaite, or Frammis, 
or something like that, who has 
made a couple of forays into our 
department stores, emerging each 
time with nothing but minor cuts 
and bruises — handsomely gift 
wrapped and tied, of course. ; 
Mrs. Finkelthwaite, or Fram- 
mis, wants to know if Emily 
Post, or someone of her ilk, hasn’t 
ever written any rules regarding 
the. etiquette of Christmas shop- 
ping. “I never saw anything like 
it,” said Mrs. F., or Frammis, “and 
you can quote me.“ 
While I am not an IIK—Mrs. 
Post will have to speak for herself 
but she doesn’t look like the type

sitting around doing nothing the 
other day I drew up such a set 
of rules, own as Terry’s Atomic 
Guide to the Etiquette of Christ- 

Shopping (I just threw in 
the “atomic” to show that it’s 
really up-to-date) which I am glad 
to pass on Mrs. F., or F., and to 
others who. may feel the need of 
it, as if any of you didn't. Oh, 
don’t talk to me! I've seen you 
around that tie counter at 
Scruggs! 

The rules are divided into two 
main divisions, the first of which 
ia entitled, “Putting the Ball Into 
Play, or How to Handle Other 
Shoppers Without Leaving any 
Tell-Tale Marks.” It deals with the 
problem of how to get along with 
other shoppers. 


The second section, which is en- 
titled, “How to Win the Attention 
of Salespeople and Influence 
Them to Wait On Yez” deals with 
the problem of, first, getting a 
salesperson to acknowledge your 
existence and, second, to let you 
have what you want or a reason- 
able facsimile thereof. 


The reader will find that this 
discourse deviates at times from 
a discussion of etiquette in its 
most strict sense to take up other 
aspects of Christmas shopping. for 
which the reader may well thank 
his lucky stars before he is 
through, 

SECTION 1. Because of the 
rigorous requirements of Christ- 
mas shopping, it should not be at- 
tempted by anyone under 15 years 
of age or more than 50 or by those 
who even feel more than 50. In 
brief, those who do -take part 
should be able to defend them- 
selves at all times in any weight 
division. As a matter of fact, it 
would be advisable for families to 
sit down and consider which of 
their members ate best equipped,

to meet the test, and that member 
should be subjected to intensive 
training. This would include not 
only road work to strengthen the 
feet and legs, and a little judo, 
but also standing on the front 
porch for hours at a stretch 
to get in condition for standing 
outside doors trying to get inside 
a department store. 

We'll say that our shopper has 
now reached the revolving door, 
and is trying to fight his way in. 
The first point of etiquette. he 
must learn is the correct expres- 
sion to be used, under any and 
all circumstances. This expres- 
sion, as near as I have been able 
to make out, is “Parm me.“ Some- 
times it’s, “Oh, parm me,” but 
this is usually reserved for ex- 
treme situations, such as a frac- 
tured ankle or a gouged eye. So, 
having said Parm me,” our shop- 
per places his weight on the balls 
of his feet, assumes an easy 
stance with his left extended and 
his chin tucked well down under 
his shoulder, and moves in. Once 
in he is, so to speak, on his own. 
There are only a few hints we 


can give him for fighting his way 
through the crowd, such as strike 
Only in self defense, always re- 
move the hat (if he is a man) be- 
fore knocking a lady down, and 
when walking over people who 
have fallen, underfoot, try to avoid 
stepping on their faces. 

We will assume at this point 
that our shopper is a woman and 
has now reached the necktie coun- 
ter. Just as she picks up a neck- 
tie, another woman picks up the 
other end. The tie, doubtless the 
ugliest on the counter, imme- 
diately becomes highly desirable 
to both parties. Indispensable, in 


fact. But the cultured person 


does not jerk the tie out of the 
other person's hand, She turns 
and says as politely as possible, 
“Parm me, madam, but I seen this 
tie first.” Then she jerks, All 
the difference in the world. As 
someone said, good manners are 
the oil which lubricates social in- 
tercourse. This applies also to 
Christmas shopping, and if the 
shopper will always remember the 
rules laid down here, he has a fair 
chance of coming out alive, 
SECTION 2.

EVERAL inquiries from home- 

makers about the return of 

familiar old types of baskets 
—especially the round shallow af- 
fairs of aromatic sweet grass for 
use as a sewing basket—have sent 
us on a trip to basket supply 
houses. With the following report 
on what you'll be able to find in 
most stores and departments: 


Small baskets are to be found, 
mostly in the small fancy types 
that serve as bread or roll trays. 


The covered baskets that were so 
popular befpre the war for use as 
sewing baskets (because they were 
quiet and convenient for darning 
and hand sewing supplies) were 
imported from Europe, and have 
not yet put in an appearance. 


Mexico is sending up a few split 
cane baskets, but they are mostly 
hamper style and quite large. 


Laundry baskets galore are now 
to be found in most housewares 
departments. These are in good 
size range, are durable and ex- 
tremely convenient. There are 
various grades, so you'll want to 
look pretty carefully into the con- 
atruction, for a close, substantial 
weave is particularly important. 


Baby baskets are proud affairs 
these days, and some run into 
sizable expenditures depending on 
their mounting and the weave. 


Simplest in this category is the 
plain weave basket without a 
stand. A laundry basket will 
serve very well, though it will not 
be as handsome. The stands come 
in great variety now—with legs 
that are usually (folding, some- 
times removable, and always 
equipped with casters for easy 
locomotion. Hoods,\too, are us- 
ually removable. The linings of 
these baskets are varied, from 
simple and practical ta elaborate, 
or you can make your own.

They 
would find some of the same 
problems with which they have 
to cope and, in addition, would 
also find a complete and complex 
set of others. Life in St. Louis as 
a teacher would likely seem soft. 

Teaching the children of the In- 
dian people, whose destitute plight 
has currently caught the atten- 
tion of the country, calls for tech- 
niques and ingenuity of a high 
order. 

The new teacher begins by call- 
ing the roll and becoming ac- 
quainted with the children, The 
Navajos have a superstition about 
their names, even the ones they 
assume in the school for identifi- 
cation by the whites. The only 
way the new teacher can associ- 
ate her children with their names 
is by observing what they call 
each other and by learning from 
other teachers. I tried to seat 
them in alphabétical order ac- 
cording to my list, but they 
N it was fun to confuse me 

ding to others’ names. 

a they became acquaint- 

ed with me and were no harder 

to manage than white children. 

Some were just as sweet and 

likeable as any other children and 

others were as trying problems 
as any other children. 

Navajo schools are not graded 
as are our schools. There are no 
examinations, no requirements to 
pass from one group to the next. 
The children. are kept as close 
as possible to age levels. A teacher 
in the upper levels is just as 
likely to get a child who does not 
know a word of English as is 
the one in the lowest age group. 

About a dozen children in my 
room were p far advanced in 
sensor subj and could have 

favorably with white 

children in intelligence. Others 
in the same group, from eight to 
12, used to draw, embroider, 
string beads, or make something 
out of wood either because they 
would not put forth the effort to 
learn Dnglish or because their in- 
telligence was not equal to any of 
the other work. These were to be 
3 in whatever they showed 
aptitude for. It is nothing 
— to have a reading lesson 
interrupted constantly because a 
boy is filing a key of sawing some 

wood. 


The curriculum is adjusted to 
the immediate and possible future 
needs of the children. The most 
important subjects are cleanliness 
of person and home, health, arith- 
metic; reading, writing, spelling 
and simplified science in the order 
given, 

There are no janitors in a 
Navajo school. The children do 
the cleaning. They sweep, dust, 
scrub and wax the floors.

She is 
graded on the appearance of her 
room more than on any other one 
point. There are no definite 
scholastic standards to attain for 
promotion, no definite objectives 
except to widen the scope and ex- 
perience of the children as much 


as possible.

age. They have to be to exist in 
their rugged environment, They 
have chores and responsibilities 
from babyhood on. They arg sent

AVAJO children are more re- 


age than a white child is permit- 


ted to go across the street by him- 
‘elf. The herds are often attacked 
by foxes, wolves and coyotes. It 
isn’t anything unusual for a man 
to load a wheelbarrow, then go 
away and leave a 3-year-old tot to 
get it to the hause. The child strug- 
gles with it and manfpulates it un- 
til somehow he moves it to the de- 
sired spot. This independence on 
the part of the children is a help 
to the teacher. She does not have 
to worry about keeping them busy. 
She has a table with articles of 
interest such as games, pictures, 
books, puzzles, exhibits, crayons, 
and construction paper. If they 
want other articles they make 


them without taking the teachers 


time from the ‘group with whom 
she is working. 

The girls go to weaving class 
twice a week. They make original 
rug designs and weave them with 
remarkable skill. They also do 
embroidery work from their own 
designs. They make hougehold 
linens, dolls, stuffed animals and 
other toys. 

‘he boys take manual training 
in a well equipped shop. The first 
time I had to take them to it I 
wondered how I was going to 
manage without being prepared 
to teach the subject. They got 
along very nicely without my 


help. It is surprising how well a 


10-year-old boy handles a hack 
saw. They make chairs, tables, 
book-ends, cabindis, sleds. With 


‘coping saws they make jig-saw 


puzzles, checker games, toy an- 


is very little friction 
among them, Eighteen boys 
worked with two hack saws, four 
coping saws and a handful of 
hammers and each one got his 
turn at the tools. Each managed 
to find something else to do while 
waiting for his tool. 

Occasionally a teacher takes 
her class out for a walk. This is 
an opportunity to teach them sci- 
entific explanations of the nat- 
ural phenomena about which they 
have superstitions, They asked 
some questions on physical geog- 
raphy, botany and astronomy.

HE liver is the largest organ 

inside the body. Its importance

‘be ideal in that case, tak- 
nas to account such factors as 
age, weight, normal diet, type of 
work, and so forth. After being 

on such a diet for a satisfactory 
» se urine and blood tests for 
sugar should be done, If on such 
a carefully studied diet one con- 
tinues to either pass sugar or have 
excessively high blood sugar levels, 
then insulin is necessary. The 
amount of insulin necessary can 
only be determined then by the 
amount of sugar present. 

There are several different types 
of insulin, some burning sugar 
quickly, 
media ely. The most satisfactory 
one = any particular diabetic is 
best determined by a knowledge of 
the blood and urine’ tests men- 
tioned, 

Not only should all diabetics be 
so studied prior to insulin, but 
they should. also be checked at 
regular intervals. This is neces- 
gary because the needs will vary 
from time to time, .

Word for It

VERHEARD on a news com- 
mentation: “The viv-ASH-uss 
Evita Peron.” The adjective 
vivacious, “lively, spirited, ani- 
mated,” was used correctly, but 
the pronunciation is not good 
usage. In Standard American, the 
first syllable rhymes with “by, 
my.” The “a” in the second syl- 
lable is long, as in “bay, day.” 
Better say: vy-VAY-shuss. 
Overheard on a murder mys 
tery program: “She is Madame 
Salina, the noted OCK-ul-tist.” 
The word occulist, “one believed 
or professing to have occult pow- 


ers, was used correctly. The pro- 


nunciation .is erroneous. Both 
occult and occultist are correctly 
accented on the second syllable, 
thus: uh-KULT; uh-KULT-is. 
(Some speakers say ah-KULT and 
ah-KULT-ist. This is permissible. 

The word incognito, “with the 
identity concealed,” always insists 
on coming out of my radio receiv- 
ing set as “in-kog-NEE-tuh.” Of 
course, my set may have a few 
loose screws, or short-circvited 
wires, which may account for the 
constant mispronunciation of the 
word. At any rate, “in-kog-NEE- 
tuh” is an illiterate pronunciation, 
The accent should fall on the sec- 
ond syllable, and the last syllable 
should rhyme with “hoe, woe,” 
thus: in-KOG-ni-toe.

In short, life is grim from the 
cradle to the grave. The Navajo 
children’s prospects are as bleak 
as a lowering, windswept winter 
day on the wasteland where their 
parents try to eke out a wretched 
existence,
